PREFACE. 


JTT  is  very  generally  admitted,  that 
no  man  can  be  a good  practitioner 
in  furgery,  without  a knowledge  of 
human  anatomy.  Every  furgeon,  in 
operations,  is  liable  to  fail,  unlefs 
he  be  well  acquainted  with  the  parts 
to  be  removed : and,  in  the  prac- 
tice of  phyfic,  the  phyfician,  who  has 
the  heft  knowledge  of  the  internal 
mechanifm,  and  of  the  different  func- 
tions of  the  parts  of  the  human  body, 
will  be  moft  likely  to  find  out  the 
caufe  of  the  difeafe,  and  fuggeft  the 
beft  remedies  for  its  removal.  In 

order 
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order  to  ^underhand  and  improve  the 
veterinary  art,  it  is  equally  effential 
to  be  well  acquainted  with  the  me- 
chanifm,  and  oeconomy  of  the  animal 
on  which  it  is  exercifed.  Thefe  faCts, 
therefore,  fhew  the  neceffity  of  a ve- 
terinary eftablifhment,  to  teach  the 
principles,  as  well  as  the  practice,  of 
the  art.  The  common  practitioners 
in  farriery  may  poffefs  fome  fpecific 
remedies  for  particular  difeafes,  and  be 
often  fuccefsful ; but,  whatever  may 
be  the  knowledge  of  individuals,  unlefs 
that  knowledge  be  freely  communi- 
cated to  the  great  body  of  farriers,  the 
art  of  farriery  cannot  be  generally  im- 
proved. 


The 
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The  object  of  the  inftitution  of  the 
Veterinary  College  is  not  merely  that 
the  veterinary  art  may  be  ftudied,  and 
in  time  improved  as  much  as  poflible, 
but  to  teach  and  diffufe  whatever  in- 
formation may  be  acquired  in  thecourfe 
of  a gradual  progreffion  towards  per- 
fection. Every  man,  not  interefted  in 
keeping  the  knowledge  of  difeafes  of 
animals  in  general,  and  of  horfes  in 
particular,  in  a Rate  of  obfcurity  and 
ignorance,  will  probably  admit,  that 
great  advantages  are  likely  to  be  de- 
rived from  a fchool,  where  the  forma- 
tion, and  oeconomy,  and  difeafes  of  do- 
meftic  animals  are  duly  inveftigated. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  Veterinary 
College  for  a time  muft  openly  clafh 
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with  the  immediate  interefts  of  far- 
riers ; and  it  cannot  be  expected  that 
an  inflitution  founded  for  the  exprefs 
purpofe  of  improving  the  practice  by 
a knowledge  of  principles,  could  ob- 
tain the  approbation  of  practitioners, 
who  are  moft  likely  to  think  them- 
felves  injured  by  fuch  an  eftablifh- 
ment.  The  farriers,  however,  are  nei- 
ther the  only  nor  yet  the  principal 
opponents  with  whom  the  College 
has  to  contend.  In  faft,  the  College 

has  fuffered  very  little  from  their  op- 

* 

pofition.  It  is  the  calumny  of  men 
in  difguife ; it  is  the  evil  report  of 
grooms,  and  coachmen,  who  are  not 

^ — j 

generally  known  to  be  in  any  degree 

; 

interefted  in  the  deftruction  of  the  Col- 
lege, from  whom  the  inflitution  is  moft 
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likely  to  fiiffer.  This  numerous  and 
formidable  clafs  of  opponents  are  too 
often  the  foie  aild  fupreme  directors  in 
their  matters’  ftables*  The  horfes  are 
ufually  fhod,bled,  and  phy ticked, when 
and  where,  and  in  any  manner  the 
groom  recommends.  And  even  thofe 
gentlemen,  who  pay  confiderable  at- 
tention to  the  treatment  of  horfes* 
are  frequently  overcome  by  the  con- 
ftant  oppofition  of  their  grooms  or 
coachmen*  It  was  thought  neceflary 
by  the  founders  and  fupporters  of  the 
Veterinary  Inftitution,  not  to  allow 
the  fervants  of  the  College  to  receive 
any  fees  from  the  fubfcribers.  This 
was  in  fome  refpeits  a judicious  law, 
and  on  the  part  of  the  governors  very 
honourable,  to  prevent  the  grooms  of 
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the  College  paying  unequal  attention 
to  the  ho'rfes  admitted  into  the  ftables. 
But  it  is  alio  a regulation,  that  no  fees 
or  gratuities  thould  be  given  to  the 
fervants  of  fubferibers  on  bringing 
horfes  to,  or  taking  them  away  from 
the  College.  The  good  policy  of  that 
law  may  poflibly  be  doubted  ; but  it 
was  certainly  laudable  to  attempt  a de- 
cifive  blowat  the  very  root  of  this  cor- 
ruption. A part  of  every  fhilling  paid 
to  common  farriers  is  in  feme  fhape  re- 
turned to  the  groom,  as  a fee  or  per- 
quitite.  But  as  the  fubferiber  to 
the  College  pays  only  for  the  keep  of 
his  horfe,  when  he  is  admitted  into 
the  ftables,  and  that  even  at  a low 
rate,  and  nothing  for  medicines  or 
‘treatment,  it  was  determined  that 
nothing  fhould  be  given  to  the  fub- 

feriber’s 
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fcriber’s  fervants.  To  fay  that  this 
honeft  determination  has  been  fatal 
to  the  College,  would  be  too  ftrong; 
but  that  it  has  been  of  greater  detri- 

o 

ment  to  its  interefts,  than  all  other 
caufes  combined  ; and  that  the  oppo- 
fite  conduct  would  have  enfured  more 
fubfcribers  and  converts  to  the  utility 
of  the  College,  than  all  the  exertions 
of  its  warmeft  friends  ; and  all  the 
improvements  that  any  talents  and 
induftry  could  have  made  in  fuch  an 
inftitution,  even  had  the  veterinary 
art  been  perfectly  known,  appears 
very  probable.  Can  it  be  fuppofed, 
for  a moment,  that  a common  fer- 
vant,  who  receives  at  leatt  five  per 
cent,  from  the  farrier  upon  every 
bill  paid  by  his  matter,  will  take  away 
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a horfe  from  the  College,  and  be 
equally  fatisfied  to  receive  nothing  ? 
More  muft  indeed  be  expected  than 
an  ordinary  fhare  of  virtue,  from  a 
clafs  of  men,  on  other  occafions  not 
particularly  celebrated  for  their  inte- 
grity, to  fuppofe,  that  fervants  would 
report  as  favourably  of  the  cure  and 
treatment  of  their  matters’  horfes, 
where  no  fees  of  any  kind  are  given, 
as  where  they  receive  a confider- 
able  premium.  Neverthelefs,  how- 
ever fuch  practices  might  improve 
the  finances  of  the  College,  yet  no 
fubfcriber  of  integrity  could  give  his 
confent  to  eftablifti  fimilar  laws  for 
an  inftitution  fupported  by  the  na- 
tion. No  man  could  openly  ac- 
quiefce  in  a fyftem  of  bribery  that 

tends 
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tends  to  corrupt  his  own  domeftics. 
As  a public  fchool,  therefore,  it  would 
be  highly  difgraceful  to  its  governors 
to  permit  bafe  laws,  but  at  the  fame 
time  it  is  neceffary  for  the  fubfcri- 
bers  to  be  made  acquainted  with  all 
the  circumftances  that  tend  to  calum- 
niate and  retard  the  fuccefs  of  their 
eftablifhment. 

It  will  probably  be  admitted,  that 
the  groom  has  generally  more  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  difeafes  of  horfes 
than  his  matter ; and  if  it  be  other- 
wife,  he  has  various  methods  to  per- 
fuade  even  the  belt:  friends  of  the  in- 
ftitution,  that  the  horfes  in  the  Col- 
lege Rabies  are  negledted  and  ill  treat- 
ed. He  ufually  begins  by  telling  his 

matter 
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master  that  his  horfe  is  tlarved.  Now, 
in  mod  cafes  it  mud  happen,  that  an 
animal,  on  quitting  an  hofpital,  will 
be  thinner  of  flefh  than  when  he  was 
£rft  admitted.  The  horfe  mud  be 
either  lick  or  lame,  or  in  fome  degree 
defective,  or  he  would  not  be  fent  to 
the  College.  In  either  cafe  he  is  pro- 
bably in  more  or  lefs  pain  ; or  if  he  re- 
quires only  blitters,  purges,  bleeding, 
or  firing,  neither  of  thefe  operations 
tend  to  make  him  fat.  We  might 
with  equal  propriety  look  into  any 
hofpital  for  healthy  good-looking  men 
to  recruit  his  Majetty’s  army  or  navy, 
as  to  expedt  horfes  to  be  fat  and  in 
fine  condition  when  difeafed.  Even 
the  prick  of  a nail  will  make  the  fkin 
appear  unhealthy,  and  lefifen  the  fpi- 
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rits,  the  appetite,  and  the  condition  of 
the  animal,  even  more  than  fcanty 
allowance  of  food  to  a horfe  in 
health.  This  faft  is  fo  well  efta- 
blifhed,  that  if  the  horfe  remains  at 
home  the  owner  naturally  expedts  him 
to  be  out  of  condition,  for  the  caufe 
is  manifeft.  But  if  the  horfe  be  fent 
to  the  College,  and  appears  thin,  then 
it  is  concluded,  through  the  reprefen- 
tation  of  the  groom,  that  he  has  not 
been  allowed  a due  proportion  of  fo- 
rage. If  the  fubjedt,  however,  be 
fairly  inveftigated,  it  will  be  found,  that 
no  horfes  are  better  fed  than  at  the 
Veterinary  College.  And  to  convince 
the  public  of  that  fadt,  little  more  is 
neceffary  than  to  hate,  that  the  Pro- 
fetfor  is  totally  uninterefled  in  the 

quantity 
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quantity  or  quality  of  forage  confumed. 
Whether  horfes  live  totally  on  hay,  or 
betides  hay  eat  a bufhel  of  corn  per 
diem,  can  make  no  difference  what- 
ever in  his  emoluments. 

Mr.  Hall,  who  furnifhes  forage  for 
the  Light  Horfe  Volunteers,  fupplies 
the  College  on  the  moft  liberal  terms, 
and  without  any  private  advantage  to 
himfelf ; and  the  committee  of  fub- 
fcribers,  who  infpeft  the  forage  of  the 
ftables,  can  have  no  private  interefl 
that  can  poffibly  clafh  with  the  public 
advantage  of  the  inftitution.  Where 
then  can  be  found  elfewhere  an  ettab- 
lithment  for  the  reception  of  horfes, 
where  the  perfon  who  orders  the  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  the  forage  for  each 

individual 
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individual  liorfe,  is,  by  a diminished 
eonfumption,  in  no  refpedt  a gainer  ? 
It  may  indeed  be  obferved,  that  if  the 
Profeflbr  were  biafled  by  intereft  in 
any  manner,  it  would  be  to  give  the 
horfes  even  more  food  than  is  abfo- 
lutely  neceflary,  in  order  to  obtain  the 
approbation  of  their  owners.  But  in 
all  livery  ftables  the  matter  obtains 
more  or  lefs  profit,  in  proportion  to  the 
diminiflied  quantity  of  forage  given  to 
each  individual  horfe*  When,  there- 
fore, it  is  properly  confidered,  that  the 
Profeflbr  mutt  naturally  be  as  anxious 
to  keep  up  the  flefh  and  condition  of 
the  animal  as  to  remove  difeafe;  it 
will  be  manifeft,  that  no  horfe  is  ever 
fiinted  to  a lefs  quantity  of  food  than 
he  ought  to  have  : and,  in  cafes  of  de- 
bility, 
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bility,  requiring  extraordinary  nourifh- 
ment,  there  is  no  limitation  either  as 
to  the  quantity  or  quality  of  food. 
But  if  the  fubfcriber’s  groom  fails  to 
convince  his  matter  that  his  horfe  has 
been  ftarved,  he  endeavours  to  per- 
fuade  him  that  the  horfe  is  but  little  or 
no  better  than  when  he  firft  went  to  the 
College ; or  that  the  expence  has  been 
greater  than  the  benefit  derived.  This 
reprefentation  may  probably,  in  many 
inftances,  be  true  ; and  as  it  is  not  ah 
ways  confidered,  that  if  the  horfe 
had  remained  at  home  he  muft  have 
eat,  and  occafioned  nearly  the  fame 
expence  as  at  the  College ; fo  every 
{hilling  is  frequently  put  down  to  the 
cure.  It  is  not  profefled  to  perform 
miracles  at  the  College,  neither  is  it 
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wifhed  to  difguife  the  truth,  that  the 
Profeffor,  like  other  men,  is  liable 
to  error.  But  in  cafes  where  he  is 
miftaken  as  to  the  nature  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  and  the  fuccefs  of  the  remedies, 
an  opportunity  offers  to  corredt  the 
error  by  diffedtion.  In  many  inftances 
where  the  furgeon,  by  attending  the 
human  fubjedt,  obtains  great  credit ; 
the  veterinary  pradhitioner,  from  the 
fame,  or  even  greater  fuccefs,  fails  to 
give  fatisfadlion.  A lame  or  a blind 
man  is  grateful  to  be  relieved  of  his 
pain,  even  if  he  is  only  able  to  fee  or 
walk  tolerably  ; but  if  the  fame  per- 
fon  has  a horfe  with  a fimilar  difeafe, 
and  even  a greater  degree  of  fuccefs 
attend  the  remedies,  if  the  .horfe  be 
not  radically  cured,  he  is  diffatisfied 
with  the  refult.  A horfe  no,t  perfectly 

B found 
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found  of  his  larnenefs  or  blindnefs,  re- 
ceives but  little  benefit.  Indeed  the 
liorfe  whofe  vifion  is  imperfect,  is  fre- 
quently worfe  than  a horfe  totally 
blind.  Thefe  fadts  are  mentioned  to 

i 

fhew,  that  with  the  perpetual  influence 

/ 

of  grooms,  added  to  the  occafional 
failure  of  a compleat  cure,  difappoint- 
ment  and  diflfatisfa&ion  muft  fome- 
times  enfue.  The  farrier,  even  when 
unfuccefsful,  has  a powerful  advocate 
in  the  groom,  who,  fo  far  from  feeking 
to  difcover  errors,  will  not  only  find 
excufes,  but  frequently  tell  moft  palpa- 
ble falfhoods  to  fave  his  friend.  If  a 
horfe  dies  under  the  care  of  a farrier, 
he  generally  becomes  the  property  of 
the  groom  ; but  at  the  College  fome 
of  the  parts  are  diffected,  and  the 
money  received  for  the  parts  not  dif- 
fered, 
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fedted,  is  carried  to  the  College  ac- 
counts. In  every  inftance,  therefore, 
the  fubfcriber’s  groom  is  fhut  out  from 
emoluments  at  the  College,  while,  in 
every  cafe  under  the  care  of  the  farrier, 
fuccefsful  or  fatal,  the  groom  has  a 
profit.  In  the  Veterinary  College,  if 
the  difeafe  has  been  fuccefsfully  treat- 
ed, without  lofs  of  flefh  or  condition, 
and  in  a fhort  fpace  of  time,  and  with 
little  expence,  ftill  there  is  one  refource 
left  for  the  fervant  to  prejudice  his 
mafter.  He  reports,  that  the  horfe 
has  not  been  properly  groomed.  It  is 
poffible  that  in  fome  inftances  this  ac- 
cufation  may  have  been  well  founded. 

i 

The  grooms  of  the  College,  like  other 
men  of  the  fame  defcription,  are  not 
to  be  depended  on  at  all  times  ; and 
although  there  is  a Ready  man  as  a 
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head  groom  always  on  the  fpot,  to  fee 
that  the  other  grooms  do  their  duty  ; 
tlill  it  is  not  to  be  denied,  but  now  and 
then  horfes  are  not  cleaned  fo  well 
as  could  have  been  wifhed.  And  it 
cannot  be  expected  that  a man  who 
has  five  horfes  to  attend  to,  and 
affifts  in  catling  horfes  for  operations, 
and  giving  medicines,  can  betlow  fo 
much  time  and  attention  on  five  horfes, 
as  in  private  tlables  where  the  groom 
has  but  two.  The  fervant,  therefore, 
will  frequently  prevail  on  his  mailer 
to  believe  that  his  horfe  has  not  been 
properly  cleaned  ; and  if  he  fail  in  all 
other  points,  rather  than  not  fubtlan- 
tiate  the  latl  charge,  he  will  betlow 
more  labour  to  extricate  every  parti- 
cle of  dirt  from  the  horfe,  immedi- 
ately on  his  return  from  the  College, 

than 
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than  he  will  afterwards  employ  for  a 
week.  Betides,  in  common  livery  Ra- 
bies, the  hoftler  claims,  and  generally 
receives,  a bounty  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  horfes  taken  care  of.  As  no 
fuch  allowances  are  permitted  at  the 
Veterinary  College,  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  the  grooms  will  now  and  then  ne- 
glect their  work,  notwithflanding  every 
poffible  attention  to  prevent  them.  It 
is  moreover  well  known  to  thofe  belt 
acquainted  with  the  proper  treatment 
of  horfes,  for  promoting  condition,  that 
without  exercife  fufficient  to  excite 
moifture  on  the  fkin,  the  coat  (to  ufe 
the  language  of  grooms)  will  never  be 
fine  or  free  from  dirt.  The  filth  ex- 
tracted from  the  hair  of  the  horfe  is 
not  all  collected  from  the  ftable,  but 
in  part  fecreted  by  the  veffels  of  the

fkin,  and  without  the  aid  of  perfpira- 
tion,  fcarcely  any  labour  of  the  groom 
is  fufficient  to  remove  the  whole  of 
this  extraneous  matter  ; and,  as  the 
coat  will  alfo,  under  thefe  circum- 
ftances,  be  long,  it  is  fcarcely  poffible 
for  a horfe,  while  at  reft,  to  appear  in 
condition.  Now  as  the  horfes  fent  to 
the  College  are  generally  either  lame 
or  ftck,  there  are  few  difeafes  in  which 
it  is  proper,  or  even  practicable  to  give 
horfes  what  is  called  a fvveat ; and  in 
every  cafe  where  it  is  improper  to 
give  a horfe  fuch  a degree  of  exercife 
as  to  induce  fenfible  perfpiration,  the 
horle  will  not  be  fine  in  his  coat.  To 
perfons  unacquainted  with  the  real 
caufe  of  this  ill  appearance,  it  may 
feem,  that  the  horfe  is  badly  groomed, 
and  deprived  of  a proper  allowance  of 
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food.  Where  exercife  is  wanting,  any 
horfe  in  health,  with  proper  food  and 
even  better  than  ordinary  grooming, 
will  neverthelefs  be  out  of  condition  ; 
and  if  a horfe  in  perfect  condition, 
from  the  mere  application  of  a blifter, 
or  any  other  caufe,  be  lame  or  in  pain, 
fo  as  to  be  deprived  of  mufcular  exer- 
tion, the  hair  will  foon  be  rough, 
and  dirty.  Perfpiration  is  known  by 
grooms  to  be  fo  abfolutely  neceffary  to 
a fine  coat  for  horles,  that  in  addition 
to  exercife  they  have  recourfe  to  ex- 
ceffive  heat,  which  contributes  to  pro- 
duce the  defired  effedt.  It  fhould 
however  be  eonfidered  that  a fine  fkin, 
occafioned  folely  by  the  foul  heat  of 
the  ftable  and  not  by  exercife,  is  very 
often  produced  at  the  expence  of  va- 
rious difeafes  of  other  parts.  Greafe, 
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coughs,  inflammation  of  the  eyes  and 
lungs,  and  even  glanders,  are  fome  of 
the  baneful  effects  refulting  from  im- 
pure heat.  A warm  temperature  is 
very  congenial  to  horfes ; and  as  birds 
will  not  be  in  full  fong  and  feather 
without  the  prefence  of  a high  tempe- 
rature, fo  horfes  will  be  in  beft  condi- 
tion to  perform  labour  when  kept 
warm  from  60  to  70  of  Fahrenheit. 
But  if  the  heat  be  in  excefs,  and  if 
that  heat  be  occafioned  by  the  breath 
of  many  animals  many  times  refpired; 
and  by  the  fermentation  produced  by 
the  faeces  and  urine,  then  various  dif- 
eafes  will  frequently  be  the  confe- 
quence.  Warm  cloathing  in  cold 
weather  is  very  ferviceable ; but  foul 
air  is  as  unfavourable  to  the  health  of 

1 t 

horfes  as  to  the  human  fubje£t. 
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The  Stables  of  the  College  are  fpa- 
cious,  and  yet  moderately  warm ; but 
as  horfes  admitted  into  the  College- 
ftables  have  frequently  been  habituat- 
ed to  a higher  degree  of  heat,  their 
coats,  without  any  negledl  of  groom- 
ing, will  be  ragged,  hand  up,  and  look 
unhealthy.  It  cannot  therefore  rea- 
fonably  be  expected  that  a horfe, 
changing  his  liable,  being  in  pain,  and 
without  exercife,  can  look  as  healthy 
and  in  the  fame  condition,  as  when  all 
the  natural  fundlions  of  the  animal  are 
duly  performed. 

A great  and  fudden  diminution  of 
temperature  will  alfo  occafion  a great 
and  fudden  lofs  of  flehi.  On  the 
other  hand,  horfes  coming  from  a cold 
liable,  or  a hraw-yard,  and  esqiofed  to 
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a high  degree  of  heat,  will  be  liable  to 
fwelled  legs,  greafe,  coughs  and  many 
other  difeafes.  As  the  ftables  of  the 
College  frequently  contain  horfes  pre- 
vioufly  expofed  to  both  extremes,  it 
has  been  thought  neceffary  to  make 
the  temperature  moderately  warm ; 
but  any  determined  degree  of  tempe- 
rature to  different  horfes,  may  be  hot 
to  one  animal  and  cold  to  another. 
All  the  difeafes,  therefore,  which  pro- 
ceed from  changes  of  temperature  are 
more  likely  to  take  place  in  the  ftables 
of  the  Veterinary  College,  than  in  a 
ftable  where  the  horfe  is  accuftomed 
to  live,  although  that  ftable  be  im- 
properly hot  or  cold, 

The  general  meeting  of  the  College 
having  thought  it  neceffary  to  publifh 
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annually  a few  of  the  moft  remarka- 
ble cafes  which  occur  in  pradtice,  to 
be  given  to  fubfcribers,  the  Profeffor  is 
now  called  upon  to  comply  with  their 
order.  They,  however,  who  fuppofe 
him  competent  to  furnifh  new  matter, 
well  digefted  and  worthy  of  public 
attention,  once  in  the  year,  over-rate 
his  abilities.  The  inftitution  is  ftill 
in  its  infancy ; and,  although  the 
Public  in  general,  and  the  Subfcrib- 
ers  to  the  Veterinary  College  in  par- 
ticular, have  a right  to  expedfc  fome 
improvements  in  the  Veterinary  Art, 
yet  the  neceffity  of  fober  and  long 
continued  inveftigation,  before  the 
truth  of  almoft  any  opinion  can  be 
eftabliihed,  muft  be  admitted.  To 
afcertain  the  beft  remedies  for  any 
difeafe,  requires  numerous  experi- 
ments, 
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ments,  much  obfervation,  and  long 
experience.  Without  thefe  precau- 
tions, hafty  conclufions  and  falfe  opi- 
nions may  be  formed  from  a few  faCts, 
which  future  inveftigation  may  con- 
tradict. It  is  therefore  wifhed  to  be 
underftood,  that,  although  obfervations 
will  be  always  offered  with  more  or 
lefs  confidence,  as  he  is  convinced  of 
their  truth  ; yet  in  many  inftances, 
longer  experience  and  more  minute 
enquiry  may  hereafter  fet  afide  fa- 
vourite opinions.  Never thelefs,  even 
fuch  a failure  will  be  attended  with 

i 

fome  advantages  to  the  public, 

The  firffc  number  of  this  Work  will 
be  fmall  in  confequence  of  the  Profef- 
for’s  time  being  much  occupied  with 
a larger  work,  on  the  Internal  Me- 
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chanifm  of  the  Foot  of  the  Horfe. 
The  Cafes  he  has  felefted,  and  the  ob- 
fervations  he  has  made  on  the  Nature 
and  Treatment  of  thefe  Cafes,  are 
chiefly  confined  to  the  Wounds  of 
Joints,  and  other  circumfcribed  Ca- 
vities. Such  accidents  are  very  fre- 
quent, and  the  common  modes  of 
treatment  often  fail.  Neither  are  the 
beft  remedies  for  the  fame  difeafes  in 
the  human  fubjecfl  commonly  fuccefs- 
ful  in  horfes. 
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CIRCUMSCRIBED  CAVITIES. 


J>Y  a circumfcribed  cavity  is  meant  a ca- 
vity without  any  external  opening.  The 
chefl,  the  abdomen,  mucous  capfules,  veins 
and  joints,  are  fo  many  circumfcribed  cavities 
and  contain  fluids  which  have  no  communica- 
tion with  the  air.  The  term  cavity  has  been  ob- 
jected to  by  fome,  as  not  applicable  to  parts  which 
have  no  vacuity  or  fpace  unoccupied.  Veins, 
arteries,  joints,  and  mucous  bags,  may  be  more 
or  lefs  diftended  ; but  their  cavities  are  all  com- 
pletely filled.  They  all  contain  more  or  lefs  of 
a fluid  but  without  any  vacuum,  as  the  parts  ac- 
commodate themfelves  to  the  quantity  of  their 
contents  ; neverthelefs,  as  the  term  is  well  un- 
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derftood,  I fee  no  neceflity  for  any  alteration. 
The  fluid  in  joints,  that  in  mucous  bags,  and 
in  the  cheft  and  abdomen,  is  fecreted  by  the 
arteries  of  each  part,  for  the  purpofe  of  pre- 
venting friction.  If  the  ends  of  bones  or  fur- 
faces  of  tendons  were  allowed  to  reft,  and  move 
on  each  other,  or  if  the  lungs  and  inteftines, 
at  every  infpiration,  were  to  come  into  actual 
contact  with  the  lining  of  the  chefl  and  abdo- 
men, a confiderable  degree  of  irritation  would 
enfue.  To  obviate  fuch  effects  an  oily  fluid  is 
placed  between  the  folids  to  prevent  the  pof- 
fibility  of  the  one  touching  the  other  ; and 
this  fluid  is  formed  from  a fine  vafcular 
membrane  which  lines  the  different  cavities. 
Where  the  fluid  is  required  in  great  abun- 
dance as  in  joints,  it  takes  the  name  of  fynovia  ; 
and  was  formerly  fuppofed  to  be  formed  from 
the  fatty  fubftance  found  in  many  joints, 
termed  the  fynovial  gland.  But  as  every  fe- 
cretion  comes  from  the  blood-veflels,  and  as 
this  part  is  very  little  vafcular,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  but  that  the  joint-oil  muff  be  fecreted 
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from  the  fame  fource  as  the  other  fecre- 

* » 

tions.  Befides,  there  are  fome  joints  without 
the  fatty  fubftance,  but  none  without  fyno- 
via  or  joint-oil.  Bones  are  connected  toge- 
ther by  ligaments,  and  which  frequently  fur- 
round  a joint ; but  in  the  fmaller  joints  of  the 
extremities  ofhorfes  the  tendons  frequently  in 
part  fupply  the  place  of  ligaments.-  In  either 
cafe  the  fecreting  membrane  lines  the  liga- 
ment, or  tendon,  and  is  then  continued  over 
the  cartilages  which  cover  the  ends  of  the 
bones.  This  being  the  general  mechanifm  of 
moft  joints,  the  bones  are  prevented  from  dif- 
location,  and  yet  allowed  to  move  to  as  great 
an  extent,  as  their  mufcular  and  mechanical 
fundlion  wTill  admit;  wh^le  the  cartilages,  from 
being  elaftic,  cover  and  preferve  the  bones  free 
from  concuffion  ; and  the  oil  within  the  cavity 
not  only  ferves  to  lubricate  the  parts  in  health, 
but  preferves  a conftant  feparation  between  all 

the  folids  of  the  joint.  One  caufe  for  much 

/ 

pain  and  difeafe,  in  all  cafes  where  the  fyno- 
via  or  joint-oil  efcapes,  is  therefore  evident.

The  membrane  lining  the  joint  is  immediately 
fqueezed  between  the  two  ends  of  the  cartila- 
ges, and  every  motion  of  the  limb  produces  pain 
and  excites  inflammation.  Independent,  how- 
ever, of  this  caufe,  it  is  found  that  where  the 
cavity  of  the  ftomach  or  inteftines  are  by  any 
accident  ruptured,  an  immediate  alteration 
and  ceflation  of  the  pulfe  frequently  take  place, 
even  when  unaccompanied  with  any  external 
opening.  In  this  cafe  death  probably  enfues 
from  the  fame  caufe  as  blows  on  the  ftomach 
without  a rupture.  The  ftomach  is  fo  impor- 
tant to  the  welfare  of  the  animal,  that  life  can- 
not long  be  fupported  if  the  vitality  of  the 
ftomach  be  deftroyed.  Mr.  John  Hunter 
very  properly  confidered  death  from  this  caufe 
as  a general  fympathetic  effedl,  but  the  expo- 
fure  of  cavities  of  joints  feems  to  deftroy  life 
by  local  irritation.  Inflammation  in  all  frefh 
wounds,  to  a certain  degree,  is  as  abfolutely 
neceflary  to  the  cure,  as  digeftion  is  eflential 
to  the  health  of  the  ftomach.  Without  in- 
flammation, a joint  once  opened,  or  a bone 
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broken,  could  never  unite.  But  nature  has 
wifely  ordained,  that  when  a foft  or  a hard 
part  is  divided,  blood  fhall  efcape,  and  inflam- 
mation enfue.  The  coagulable  parts  of  the 
blood  either  become  a living  organ  or  a me- 
dium for  the  reception  of  blood- veflels  from  the 
original  parts.  It  fometimes  happens,  how- 
ever, that  the  inflammation,  both  of  hard  and 

✓ 

foft  parts,  is  greater  than  merely  neceflary  to 
form  the  bond  of  union.  When  inflammation 
extends  much  beyond  the  divided  parts,  great 
conftitutional  irritation  takes  place  ; and  if  a 
joint  be  opened,  the  fynovia  efcapes,  the  hard 
parts  touch  the  inflamed  furface,  and  fre- 
quenty  occaflon  death,  or  a fliff  joint.  The 
ufual  remedies  are  to  rub  the  furrounding 
integuments  with  hot  oils,  and  blue  vitriol ; 
Verdigreale,  corroflve  fublimate,  and  other 
cauftic  applications  are  often  introduced  into 
the  cavity  of  the  wound,  and  into  the  joint 
itfelf.  Where  foreign  matter  of  a flimulat- 
ing  nature  is  inferted  into  the  cavity  of  the 
joint,  death  or  a .fliff  joint  mufl  generally

be  the  efFedt.  The  pTofeflbr  has  certainly  known 
fomc  cafes  fucceed,  from  the  fame  application 
applied  within  the  lips  of  the  external  wound, 
immediately  under  the  fkin.  Neverthelefs 
this  pradtice  is  hazardous,  as  the  motion  of  the 
limb  will  be  very  likely  to  force  fome  particles 
of  the  cauftic  within  the  cavity  of  the  liga- 
ment. The  internal  cavity  of  veins  is  liable 
to  be  inflamed  from  the  operation  of  bleeding, 
but  more  frequently  in  horfes  than  in  the  hu- 
man fubjedl.  This  difeafe  arifes  either  from 
the  pin  ufed  to  ftop  the  haemorrhage  paffing 
improperly  through  the  vein,  or  remaining 
too  long  in  the  part  after  the  operation,  or 
from  the  lips  of  the  wound  not  being  brought 
into  clofe  contadl,  and  then  the  inflammation 
extends  from  the  lips  of  the  vein  on  the  inter- 
nal furface  towards  the  head.  The  edges  of 
the  divided  vein  muff  always  inflame  after 
every  bleeding,  or  the  wound  would  continue 
open.  But,  when  the  inflammation  extends 
beyond  the  proper  limits,  fuppuration  fpeedily 
takes  place,  which  feparates  the  lips  of  the

wound.  In  the  human  fubje6l  when  the  vein 
inflames,  inflammation  extends  from  the  arm 
towards  the  heart,  and  Mr.  Hunter  found  in 
fome  inflances  that  the  heart  itfelf  partook  of 
the  difeafe.  In  the  horfe  the  jugular  vein  is 
the  blood  veflel  moil  commonly  opened,  and 
when  the  cavity  of  the  vein  inflames,  it  ex- 
tends very  generally  towards  the  head,  while 
the  vein. below  the  orifice  unites,  and  becomes 
impervious.  Although  a vein  is  not  ftri&ly  a 
perfectly  circumfcribed  cavity,  yet  it  has  no 
communication  with  the  air ; and  when  once 
expofed,  if  the  parts  after  the  operation  do  not 
unite  by  the  firft  intention,  the  vein  is  liable  to 
great  mifchief.  Whenever  inflammation  at- 
tacks the  internal  furface  of  veins  from  bleed- 
ing, or  any  wound,  the  difeafe  is  to  be  confix 
dered  as  of  the  fame  nature,  and  requiring  the 
fame  remedies  as  the  expofure  of  joints  or  other 
cavities.  The  firft  lymptom  of  inflammation 
and  fuppuration  within  the  cavity  of  a vein  is 
generally  a fmall  degree  of  fwelling  about  the 
orifice,  the  lips  of  which  foon  recede  from  each 
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other,  and  a little  oozing  efcapes  from  the  part. 
At  other  times,  the  fwelling  will  be  more 
confiderable,  attended  with  frequent  haemorr- 
hage, and  where  the  fwelling  extends  much 
above  the  orifice  the  vein  is  frequently  callous 
and  enlarged  as  high  as  the  head.  This 
enlargement  and  hardnefs  of  the  vein  proceeds, 
in  part,  from  the  coagulable  lymph  filling  up 
its  cavity,  and  in  part  from  the  coats  of  the  vein 
being  thickened ; and  the  lymph  fometimes 
becomes  organized,  and  firmly  unites  to  the 
internal  furface  of  the  vein/  i In  other  cafes 
the  coagulable  fubftance  does  not  unite  to  the 
vein,  but  adts  as  a foreign  body  on  the  whole 
internal  lurface  of  the  vein.  The  profeffor  has 
feen  inftances,  where  lymph  many  inches  in 
length,  has  been  taken  from  the  jugular  vein 
and  extended  as  high  as  the  veins  of  the  face 
and  neck,  unconnected  with  its  coats.  Abfcefies 
alfo  form  occafionally  in  the  neighbourhood  ot 
the  part  difeafed,  fometimes  with,  at  other 
times  without,  any  communication  with  the 
vein.  Although  the  inflammation  is  feldom 

continued 
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continued  below  the  orifice  of  the  vein,  yet  he 
has  known  of  one  mflance  where  the  vena 

i 

cava,  and  even  the  heart  itfelf  partook  of  the 
difeafe.  The  remedies  ufually  employed  are 
ffimulating  oils  applied  to  the  tumour,  and 
where  fuppuration  has  not  taken  place,  appli- 
cations of  that  nature  fometimes  fucceed. 

% 

But  when  fuppuration  and  ha&morrhage  comes 
on,  the  difeafe  requires  very  different  remedies. 
The  burfas  mucufae  or  mucous  capfules,  are 
another  kind  of  circumfcribed  cavity.  Thefe 
bags  contain  a large  quantity  of  fluid  fimilar 
to  the  oil  of  joints,  and  are  placed  between 
tendons,  and  alfo  between  bones  and  tendons. 
Near  the  large  joint  of  the  hock,  immediately 
above  the  fetlock,  and  between  the  back 
finews,  there  are  large  bags  of  the  fame  nature. 
The  mucous  bags  near  the  hock  generally 
communicate  with  the  joint.  The  ufe  of 
thefe  bags  is  to  prevent  fridfion.  Inffead  of 
the  hard  furface  of  one  tendon  moving  in 
contadf  with  bone,  or  touching  another  ten-' 
don,  thefe  t>ags  of  oil  being  placed  between 
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folid  bodies,  diminifli  friction.  It  has  riot 
been  generally  underflood,  that  the  fame  bags 
exifl  in  all  horfes  when  firfl  foaled.  Before  the 
horfe  is  domeflicated  they  are  feldom  vifible 
but  by  diffection,  and  from  hence  it  has  been 
inferred  by  men  unacquainted  with  the  fubject, 
that  thefe  bags  are  firfl  formed  in  confequence 
of  difeafe  ; but  in  truth,  the  fluid  is  only  en- 
creafed  in  quantity  from  excefs  of  weight  or 
exertion,  whereas  the  mucous  bags  are  origi- 
nal parts,  coequal  with  the  formation  of  the 
* 

animal.  When  the  horfe  has  been  over- 
weighted, or  done  more  work  than  he  is  able 
to  fupport,  then  thefe  bags  are  enlarged ; in 
which  cafe  they  are  diflinguifhed  by  the  name 
of  wind  galls.  They  have  probably  been  termed 
wind  galls , from  the  falfe  fuppofition  that  they 
contained  air,  and  refembled  the  vegetable  pro- 
duction of  the  fame  name.  Technical  phrafes 
are  frequently  of  little  moment,  but  in  the 
prefent  inflance  they  have  fometimes  led  to 
erroneous  and  fatal  practice.  When  mucous  bags 
enlarge  at  the  fides  of  the  hock,  they  are  com- 
monly 
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monly  called  thorough  pins ; at  the  anterior 
part  of  the  hock,  bog  fpavins.  The  former 
have  probably  had  their  name  in  confequence 
of  the  tumour  extending  through  the  hock;  the 
latter  from  its  being  near  the  feat  of  bone  fpa-  , 
vin,  and  yielding  very  confiderably  to  prefTure. 
Men  not  well  acquainted  with  the  ftrudure  or 
fundions  of  mucous  capfules,  have  occahonally 
opened  them  and  let  out  the  fluid.  The 
immediate  effed  of  this  operation  is  the  total 
difappearance  of  the  tumour.  But  if  the  edges 
of  the  wound  do  not  unite  by  the  firfl  inten- 

I f, 

tion,  great  inflammation  fpeedily  takes  place. 
And  if  the  wound  heals  in  the  moft  , favourable 
manner,  the  internal  furface  of  the  bag  will 
continue  to  fecrete  a fluid,  and  the  part  will 
become  as  large,  if  not  greater  in  bulk,  than 
before.  The  operation,  therefore,  of  letting  ' 
out  the  contents  of  mucous  capfules,  or  in 
other  words,  the  opening  of  wind  galls  cannot 
fucceed,  and  fometimes  the  inflammation  will 
be  fo  great  as  to  endanger  the  life  of  the  ani- 
mal. Thefe  cavities  have  occafionally  been 

opened 
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opened  by  farriers  with  a fharp  pointed  iron 
made  hot:  this  mode  is  far  lefs  objedionable 
than  others,  as  the  coagulation  of  the  fluids 
from  the  application  of  the  cautery,  generally 
clofes  the  orifice,  and  reftorcs  the  cavity;  and 
as  the  mouth  of  the  fac  is  inflamed  by  the  hot 
iron  and  clofed,  the  greater  part  of  the  con- 
tents  of  the  fac,  after  the  operation,  remains 
entire.  Setons  have  fometimes  been  recom- 
mended and  pafted  through  thefe  bags  with  a 
view  to  create  inflammation,  and  to  fill  up 
the  cavities  with  granulations.  The  irritation 
occafioned  by  this  practice  is  not  only  danger 
rous,  but  if  the  animal  furvives,  the  cavity  be- 
ing filled  up  with  a fiefhy  fubftance,  inftead  of 
an  oily  fluid,  the  fundion  of  the  organ  is  loft, 
and  probably  will  remain  as  large  as  before. 
When  the  mucous  capfules  are  opened  by 
accident,  the  wound  is  generally  more  violent 
and  the  confequences  more  dangerous ; and, 
as  it  has  not  been  generally  underftood,  that 
expofing  the  cavity  of  thefe  organs  is  attended 
with  more  mifchief  than  wounds  of  other  foft 

parts. 
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parts,  proper  remedies  have  not  ufually  been 
employed.  The  theca  or  fheath  of  the  tendons 
ot  the  fore  and  hind  extremity  are  occafion- 
ally  wounded  ; and  when  this  accident  occurs, 
the  animal  fuffers  all  the  inconveniences  of 
an  opening  into  a joint.  The  fheath  is  a 
circumfcribed  cavity  beginning  about  one  inch 
above  the  fetlock  joint,  and  extending  down- 
ward to  the  fenfible  frog.  The  whole  inter- 
nal furface  of  the  fheath  is  lubricated  by  a fluid, 
fo  that  the  principal  tendon  within  never 
touches  the  fheath. 

The  ufe  of  the  fheath  is  to  bind  down 

r \ 

the  tendon  within  ; and  by  the  intervention 
of  the  fluid  within  the  fheath  fridlion  is  pre- 
vented. Whenever  an  opening  is  made  into 
a fheath,  the  fluid  efcapcs  and  the  folid  parts  of 
the  tendons  come  into  contact.  Inflamma- 
tion to  a great  extent  foon  takes  place,  and  the 
irritation  is  fo  much  encreafed  at  every  motion 
of  the  limb  ; that,  unlefs  the  wound  be  fpee- 
dily  united,  the  event  is  fometimes  fatal. 


In 
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In  all  thefe  parts  a cavity  Is  expofed,  which 
will  be  attended  with  more  or  lefs  danger  as 

the  wound  is  fooneror  later  clofed. 

\ 

In  the  human  fubjeft,  poultices  and  fomen- 
tations are  the  chief  local  applications  com- 
monly employed  ; and  in  all  cafes  where  a joint 
is  opened  the  patient  is  placed  in  fuch  a por- 
tion as  to  be  moft  favorable  to  prevent  the 
efcape  of  the  fluid  ; for,  unlefs  the  wound 
fpeedily  unites,  the  fecretion  will  be  increafed  ; 
and  fo  long  as  any  fluid  continues  to  efcape,  a 
foreign  body  is  placed  between  the  lips  of  the 
wound  and  prevents  the  union.  In  the  human 
fubject  the  parts  may  be  kept  in  a great  de- 
gree at  reft  ; but  in  horfes  every  motion  of  the 
limb  forces  out  the  oil,  as  it  is  fecreted,  which 
tends  as  much  to  prevent  a union  as  injecting 
water,  or  any  other  foreign  body,  between  the 
lips  of  the  wounded  cavity.  Where  divided 
parts  unite,  a quantity  of  coagulable  lymph  is 
thrown  out  between  the  edges,  and  by  its  glu- 
tinous quality  forms  a bond  of  union,  and  pre- 
vents. 
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vents,  where  a joint  is  opened,  the  efcape  of 
the  fynovia.  But  this  junction,  without  arti- 
ficial means,  is  not  likely  to  take  place  in  a 
joint  conftantly  in  motion.  Where  a joint,  a 
mucous  capfule,  or  the  fheath  of  a tendon  is 

i 

opened,  the  firft  application  necefTary  is  the 
actual  cautery.*  The  inffrument  mofl  proper 
for  the  operation  fhould  be  made  of  iron,  two 
feet  in  length,  rounded  at  the  extremity  about 
the  fize  of  a fmall  button,  with  a wooden 
handle.  The  temperature  of  the  iron  fhould 
be  moderately  red.  If  it  be  black,  the  heat 
will  not  be  fufficient  to  produce  a proper  dif- 
charge  of  lymph,  to  clofe  up  the  wound  ; and 
if  it  is  white,  it  will  deltroy  too  much  of  the 
furrounding  parts,  and  perhaps  do  mifehief  to 

* The  very  name*  of  actual  cautery  is  a fufficient  reafon 
with  forpe  people,  unacquainted  with  its  effiedfs,  to  objedt  to 
the  operation.  But  in  regard  to  the  pain,  common  fpirits  of 
turpentine,  in  which,  without  any  unpleafant  feafation,  the 
human  fubjedl  can  wafh  his  hands,  produces  more  irrita- 

l 

tion  to  the  fkin  of  the  horfe  than  hot  water,  or  even  the  hot 
iron. 


the 
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the  ligament.  Although  the  operation  in  itfelfis 
very  fimple,  yet  fome  knowledge  of  the  ftruc- 
ture  and  oeconomy  of  the  parts,  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  applying  the  cautery  with  the  bed 
podible  effed,  is  necedary.  The  objed  in 
view^  is  to  produce  a glutinous  fubdance  to 
clofe  up  the  cavity,  and  before  the  dough  is 
removed,  for  granulations  below  to  fupply  the 
place  of  the  lymph  ; but  if  the  ligament  itfelf 
be  dedroyed  by  the  cautery,  it  muff,  like  other 
dead  parts,  feparate  from  the  living,  and  come 
away,  and  then  the  joint  will  dill  be  opened. 
It  is  therefore  of  importance  not  to  dedroy 

the  ligament  of  joints  with  the  hot  iron,  but 

* 

confine  its  application  to  the  external  foft  parts. 
In  thefe  cafes  it  is  generally  proper  to  cauterize 
the  whole  external  furface  of  the  wound  ; and 
if  the  difeharge  is  not  immediately  dopt,  the 
iron  has  probably  not  been  applied  fufficiently 
deep,  or  too  cold,  to  produce  a proper  dif- 
eharge of  lymph.  Where  a cure  is  podible 
to  be  effeded,  the  adual  cautery  will  fre- 
quently clofe  the  cavity  and  flop  the  difeharge. 

Sometimes, 
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Sometimes,  however,  in  the  courfe  ot  one, 
two,  or  three  days,  the  difcharge  appeals  again 
by  the  hides  of  the  lymph,  and  then  the  fame 
operation  fhould  be  repeated.  In  fome  in- 
flances  the  profeffor  has  had  occafion  to  apply 
the  hot  iron  five  or  fix  times,  and,  neverthe- 
lefs,  fucceeded  ultimately,  without  the  leaft 
lamenefs.  The  fame  treatment  is  likewife 
to  be  recommended  for  penetrating  wounds 
into  the  chefl  and  abdomen.  The  lips  of 
the  wound  fhould  be  cauterized,  and,  if  re- 
quifite,  repeated  in  the  fame  manner  as  is 
recommended  for  wounds  of  other  cavities. 
When  the  cavities  of  veins  become  inflamed, 
fome  little  variation  is  neceffary  in  the  treat- 
ment, as  accidents  of  that  nature  are  fre- 
quently attended  with  confequences  different 
from  the  opening  of  other  cavities,  and  require 
a trifling  alteration  in  the  treatment.  When 
a haemorrhage  takes  place,  it  may  be  very  ge- 
nerally flopt  by  the  application  of  the  cautery  ; 
but  if  this  fails,  and  the  parts  are  too  much 
fwelled  to  admit  of  a pin,  there  is  no  other 

remedy 
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remedy  than  to  take  up  the  vein  by  a ligature 
above  the  difeafed  parts  ; and  there  may  be 
inftances  in  which  it  may  be  advifable  to  tie 
up  the  vein  below.  In  general,  however,  the 
ad?ual  cautery  will  prevent  the  neceflity  of  a 
ligature  ; and  if  it  fails,  tying  up  the  vein  will 
fucceed  only  in  thofe  cafes  where  the  vein 
above  is  free  from  difeafe.  In  general  the  vein 
is  thickened  and  inflamed,  and  if  a ligature  be 
applied  on  a veflel  in  a ftate  of  inflammation, 
the  difeafe  will  be  encreafed.  Abfcefles  will 
be  likely  to  be  formed,  and  the  vein  inflame 
above.  In  a cafe  that  occurred  to  Mr.  Good- 
, win,  Veterinary  Surgeon  at  Oxford,  where  the 
jugular  vein  was  tied,  an  abfcefs  took  place 
over  the  occipital  bone,  commonly  termed  the 
Pole  Evil.  That  difeafe,  however,  moA  pro- 
bably did  not  originate  in  confequence  of  the 
tube  being  obliterated,  for  in  moft  fuccefsful 
cafes  of  inflamed  veins,  the  fides  of  the  vein  unite 
and  deftroy  the  cavity.  After  the  orifice  of 
the  inflamed  vein,  from  the  application  of  the 
actual  cautery,  is  clofed,  a confiderable  degree 

of 
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of  fwelling  frequently  remains,  and  this  may 
be  removed  by  a blifter.  When  abfcelfes  form 
in  the  adjacent  parts,  they  fhould  be  treated 
in  the  fame  manner  as  common  abfeeffes.  In 
fupport  of  the  opinions  here  advanced,  the  pro- 
feffor  has  added  feveral  cafes,  which  from  the 
remedies  recommended,  have  terminated  fuc- 
cefsfully  ; he  has  feen  no  inflance  of  any  incon- 
venience taking  place  from  the  vein  being  im- 
pervious from  any  caufe,  as  the  other  jugular, 
together  with  the  two  vertebrael  veins,  are 
completely  equal  to  carry  on  the  circulation. 
Indeed,  where  the  internal  furface  of  the  vein 
becomes  inflamed,  and  the  inflammation  is 

fucceeded  by  fuppuration,  whatever  treatment 

* 

be  adopted,  if  the  animal  lives,  the  veflcl  will 
probably  be  loft.  In  the  human  fubjedf,  few 

perfons  would  confent  to  the  application  of  the 

» 

adtual  cautery,  although  in  furgical  operations 
it  was  the  common  pradlice,  even  from  the 
days  of  Hippocrates.  The  profeffor  has  never 
feen  the  fame  remedies  tried  in  the  human 
fubjedt  ; and  although  the  general  laws  of 

D the 
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the  animal  oeconomy  are  alike,  yet  in  many  in- 
fiances  there  is  a remarkable  difference  of  ef- 
fect from  the  fame  caufe  in  different  animals. 
Neverthelefs,  as  the  opening  of  circumfcribed 
cavities  in  the  human  fubjedt  is  frequently  at- 
tended with  danger,  and  as  the  cautery  is  found 
fuccefsful  in  horfes,  applications  of  a fimilar 
tendency  in  fimilar  cafes,  after  other  remedies 
have  failed,  may  poffibly  be  thought  worthy  of 
trial.

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CASE  I. 

CASE  OF  A RUPTURED  LIGAMENT  OF  THE 

KNEE  JOINT. 

A BAY  MARE,  aged,  the  property  of  Mr. 
Gafeley,  in  confequence  of  a fall,  lacerated  the 
integuments  of  the  off  knee  in  an  oblique  di- 
rection to  a confiderable  extent.  The  wound 
was  fufficiently  large  to  admit  the  finger  to 
touch  the  ligaments  of  the  joint,  and  on  a 
probe  being  introduced,  the  joint  was  found 
to  be  opened.  The  fynovia  efcaped  in  con- 
fiderable quantities,  and  the  inflammation  and 
fwelling  extended  as  high  up  as  the  mufcles 
of  the  fore  arm  and  lower  part  of  the  fhoulder. 
The  only  application  tnade  ufe  of  before  fhe 
came  to  the  College,  was  an  ointment,  and  a 
tight  bandage  applied  round  the  knee.  The 
mare  was  admitted  into  the  ftables  of  the  V e- 
terinary  College  Sept.  1 7,  1 7QQ.  The  acci- 
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dent  happened  the  day  before,  and  (he  tra- 
velled four-and-twenty  miles  after  it  had  taken 
place. 


TREATMENT. 

The  wound  being  cleaned  with  warm  water, 
the  actual  cautery  was  applied  to  the  external 
furface  of  the  wound,  fo  as  to  flop  the  dis- 
charge of  fynovia  ; and  the  whole  knee  was 
fomented  with  warm  water,  and  covered  by  a 
large  poultice  of  bran  and  water.  A mild 
purgative  was  given,  which  operated  fuffi- 
ciently.  The  next  day  the  wround  appeared 
more  healthy,  the  furrounding  parts  were  lefs 
{welled,  and  the  inflammation  in  fome  degree 
abated.  The  difcharge  was  alfo  trifling,  but 
a fmall  orifice  {till  remained,  through  which 
the  fynovia  efcaped. 

Sept,  the  I Qth.  The  cautery  was  again  ap- 
plied, and  the  difcharge  immediately  ceafed. 
The  horfe  had  walking  exercife,  and  the 
parts  were  fomented  with  w7arm  water  and 
poulticed. 
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22d.  A part  of  the  cauterized  furface  of  the 
wound  feparated,  and  healthy  granulations,  ap- 
peared ; but  a fmall  difcharge  of  fynovia  came 
from  the  centre  of  the  original  orifice.  The 
cautery  was  therefore  repeated. 

23d.  No  difcharge  of  fynovia  was  obferved. 
Fomentations  and  poultices  were  continued, 
and  the  purgative  repeated. 

24th.  The  granulations  were  higher  than 

the  furface  of  the  fkin ; and  to  diminifh

their  growth,  a folution  of  bl^  vitriol  was 
applied  to  the  wound,  and  the  poultices  and 
fomentations  continued.  Gentle  exercife  was 
ordered  for  half  an  hour. 

25th.  The  fwelling  of  the  fore  arm  and 
fhoulder  confiderably  abated,  and  no  difcharge 
of  fynovia.  The  folution  of  blue  vitriol,  poul- 
tices and  fomentations  were  repeated.  The 
wound  after  this  period  gradually  contracted, 
and  with  the  affiftance  of  common  dreffings, 
the  horfe  was  difcharged  cured,  October  28, 
17Q9-

CASE  OF  A WOUND  OF  A LARGE  MUCOUf

CAPSULE  OF  THE  OFF  FORE  LEG. 

THE  Profeflor  was  defired  to  fee  a horfe, 
the  property  of  Lord  Jersey.  On  examina- 
tion he  found  that  one  of  the  mucous  capfules 
between  the  flexor  tendon,  or  back  fmew, 
and  the  long  ligament  that  fupports  the  two 

fef^moid  bones,  had  by  an  accident  two  days 

✓ 

before  been  opened.  The  leg  was  confiderably 
enlarged  and  inflamed  even  above  the  knee, 
attended  with  confiderable  difcharge.  The 
a&ual  cautery  was  applied  to  the  furface  of  the 
wound,  and  fomentations,  and  poultices  to . 
the  leg.  A purgative  was  alfo  given.  In  three 
days  the  difcharge  of  fynovia  again  appeared, 
the  cautery  w’as  therefore  repeated,  and  in  less 

than  a fortnight  the  difcharge  totally  ceafed.

The  leg  however  continued  fwelled  and  in- 
flamed. 
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flamed,  and  the  horfe  on  the  25th  of  May  was 
admitted  into  the  Veterinary  College.  A 
liquid  blifter  was  applied  from  the  fetlock 
joint  upwards  to  the  bend  of  the  knee,  and  a 
mild  diuretic  given  every  other  morning  for  a 
week.  When  the  blifter  had  ceafed  to  dis- 
charge, to  keep  the  parts  moift,  and  preferve 
the  hair,  a cold  poultice  of  bran  and  wrater  was 
ordered,  and  a fecond  dofe  of  phyfic,  and  by 
the  affiftance  of  another  blifter,  and  afterwards 
bandages,  the  horfe  was  difcharged  on  the 
22(1  of  June,  perfedly  found.

CASE  OF  AN  INFLAMED  VEIN,  IN  CONSE- 
QUENCE OF  BLEEDING.

A HORSE,  the  property  of  Mr.  Cowan 
Green,  was  admitted  into  the  Rabies  of  the 
Veterinary  College,  Aug.  30th.  He  had  been 
bled  in  the  jugular  vein  on  the  near  fide  fix 
days  before.  The  orifice  of  the  wound  at  that 
time  was  inflamed,  and  fwelled  to  the  fize  of 
a walnut.  It  also  difeharged  and  frequently

bled.  On  farther  examination  with  a probe, 
the  cavity  of  the  vein  was  found  opened.  The 
a&ual  cautery  was  applied  to  the  lips  of  the 
wound,  which  immediately  prevented  any  dis- 
charge of  blood  or  matter. 

Sept.  iff.  Suppuration  again  took  place 
from  the  fame  orifice.  The  cautery  was  re- 
peated, and  fucceeded  as  before. 


2d.  No 
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2d.  No  difcharge  from  the  vein.  The  neck 
was  ordered  to  be  fomented  w7ith  warm  wTater.

3d.  No  difcharge.  Fomentations  as  before. 

4th.  No  difcharge.  Fomentations  as  before. 

5th.  The  wound  difcharged  a fmall  quan- 
tity of  matter,  and  the  cautery  was  again  ap- 
plied. The  next  day  the  animal  was  fent  for, 
and  as  the  inflammation  and  fwelling  had 
abated,  he  was  fuffered  to  be  taken  from  the 
College. 

] oth.  The  horfe  was  again  returned,  and  on 
enquiry  it  was  found  that  by  fome  accident 
the  coagulum  had  been  torn  off,  the  difcharge 
conflderably  encreafed,  and  the  inflamma- 
tion and  fwelling  extended  up  the  vein,  as 
high  as  the  head.  The  cautery  wxis  again 
had  recourfe  to,  and  the  difcharge  ceafed.  The

horfe  w7as  bled  from  the  oppofite  vein,  and  a 
dofe  of  phyfic  given,  which  operated  the  next 
day. 
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15th.  The  wound  fuppurated  from  the  fame 
orifice,  and  the  cautery  was  repeated  to  a 
greater  depth.

l6th.  No  difcharge.  The  tumor  above  the 
wound  was  bliftered. 

17th.  No  difcharge. 

18th.  No  difcharge,  and  the  tumor  in 
confequence  of  the  blifter  much  reduced. 

19th.  The  granulations  protruded  thro’  the 
orifice,  but  no  difcharge.  A fmall  quantity 
of  the  powder  of  blue  vitriol  was  fprinkled  pn 
the  part. 

20th.  The  fame  application  was  repeated. 

2lft.  A fmall  orifice  was  obferved  in  the 
centre  of  the  wound,  from  w7hich  matter 
efcaped.  On  introducing  a probe,  the  cavity 
was  found  to  be  fuperficial.  A drachm  of  blue 

vitriol, 
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vitriol,  in  a folid  form,  was  therefore  intro- 
duced into  the  wound,  and  a large  poultice 
applied  at  night. 

22d,  The  neck  was  fomented  wTith  warm 
water,  and  common  poultices  at  night. 

23d.  The  inflammation  and  fwelling  gra- 
dually abated)  but  the  orifice  floughed,  and 
again  fuppurated.  The  cautery  was  repeated 
as  before.

24th.  A fmall  difcharge  came  from  the 
orifice,  and  the  cautery  was  again  repeated. 

20th.  The  furface  of  the  wTound  floughed, 
and  healthy  granulations  appeared.  The 
wound  was  afterwards  drefled  with  a Ample 
ointment,  and  the  granulations  fprinkled  with 
blue  vitriol.  Under  this  treatment  the  horfe 
was  difcharged  from  the  College  on  the  Qth 
of  October,  radically  cured.

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CASE  IV. 

CASE  OF  A RUPTURED  THECA  AND  TENDON. 

A COACH  HORSE,  the  property  of  Mr. 
Tarleton,  was  admitted  into  the  Rabies  of  the 
Veterinary  College  June  5,  1 7 Q9-  The  Pro* 
feffor  had  feen  him  about  ten  days  before,  and 
was  informed  that  preceding  his  lamenefs  he 
had  been  out  as  ufual  in  the  carriage,  and  re- 
turned home  without  the  leaf!;  fymptom  of 
lamenefs.  The  following  morning  the  coach- 
man obferved  that  the  horfe  was  exceffively 
lame  in  the  off  leg  behind,  and  incapable  of 
refting  the  foot  on  the  ground.  On  examin- 
ing the  leg,  a fmall  opening  was  found  in  the 
hkin  at  the  back  part  of  the  fetlock  joint,  big 
enough  to  admit  a large  probe.  The  wound 
appeared  to  have  been  made  by  fome  fharp 
inftrument,  as  the  prong  of  a liable-fork. 
The  fervant  however  repeatedly  declared 
that  he  knew-  of  no  fuch  accident.  A fmall 
difeharge  came  from  the  part,  and  which 
in  quality  refembled  the  matter  formed  from 

wounde  d 
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wounded  cavities.  On  more  minute  inveftiga- 
tion  it  was  found  that  the  theca,  or  fheath  of  the 
flexor  tendon  (which  furrounds  the  principal 
tendon  of  the  coffin  bone)  had  been  wounded 
and  opened.  The  fluid  therefore  that  is  na- 
turally formed  between  the  two  tendons  efcap- 
ed  at  the  opening.  From  thefe  appearances 
no  remedy  was  thought  fo  likely  to  clofe  the 
wound,  and  prevent  the  cavity  of  the  fheath 
from  being  expofed,  as  the  adtual  cautery. 
This  was  ufed,  and  a large  poultice  applied. 

Fomentations  were  alfo  ordered,  and  a dofe  of 

* 

phyfic  given  in  the  morning.  The  horfe  was 
alfo  bled.  The  next  day  the  difcharge  w^as 
lefs,  and  the  {welling  fomewhat  diminifhed, 
but  the  horfe  remained  equally  lame.  The 
cautery  was  again  applied  to  the  external  fur- 
face  of  the  fkin.  With  great  difficulty  the 
horfe  was  led  to  the  College  on  June  5th, 
1 799.  In  confequence  of  the  fituation  of  the 
wound,  every  motion  of  the  limb  in  fome  de- 
gree feparated  the  coagulum  formed  by  the 
application  of  the  cautery. 


June  /th. 
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June  7th.  The  lamenefs  was  not  diminifh- 
ed,  and  the  inflammation  of  the  fetlock  and 
leg  rather  encreafed.  A fecond  purgative  was 
ordered,  and  the  cautery  repeated. 

8th.  The  pain  rather  encreafed.  A blifter 
was  ordered  to  be  applied  about  the  coronet. 

gth.  A confiderable  haemorrhage  was  ob- 
ferved  in  the  morning  from  the  wound,  which 
from  the  quantity  of  blood  loft  had  probably 
continued  for  many  hours.  The  horfe  was 
fcarcely  able  to  ftand  on  his  legs,  and  the 
fphindter  ani  had  loft  its  contractile  power. 
A ftrong  opiate  was  given;  and  repeated  in 
the  evening.  Poultices  and  fomentations  as 
before. 

loth.  The  fphindter  contracted,  and  the 
horfe  appeared  more  free  from  pain.  The 
opiate  was  repeated,  and  fomentations  and 
poultices  continued. 


11th.  A 
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l]th.  A frelh  haemorrhage  came  on,  but 
from  no  principal  trunk.  Spirits  of  turpentine 
were  applied  to  the  part,  and  a bandage,  which 
in  a great  degree  flopped  the  bleeding.  But 
the  animal  remained  in  exceffive  pain,  inca- 
pable of  lying  down,  with  no  appetite  ; and  in 
this  {late  he  continued  till  he  died. 

From  difl'edlion  after  death,  the  appear- 
ances very  clearly  explained  the  caufc  of  death. 
On  opening  the  'fheath  of  the  tendon,  oppofite 
the  w7ound,  the  principal  flexor  tendon  of  the 
coffin  bone  could  not  be  feen  ; but  on  opening 
the  fheath  throughout  the  whole  extent,  from 
the  heel  of  the  frog  to  the  large  paflern  joint, 
the  long  flexor  tendon  was  found  ruptured. 
The  fuperior  part  of  the  tendon  wras  drawn  up 
as  high  as  the  fetlock  joint,  but  the  low’er  por- 
tion remained  in  its  former  fituation.  The 
•upper  extremity  of  the  tendon  w7as  extremely 
ragged,  which  demonflrated  that  the  tendon 
could  not  have  been  cut.  The  moil  probable 
caufe  of  this  remarkable  accident  appears  to 

be, 
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be,  that  the  fkin  of  the  fetlock  joint  and  fheath 
of  the  tendon  had  been  wounded  by  a fork  or 
fome  fharp  inffrument ; and  from  the  fudden 
pain  occafioned  by  this  injury,  the  animal  drew 
up  his  leg  with  fuch  force  as  to  break  the 
principal  fxnew  or  tendon.  If  the  tendon  had 
been  lacerated  without  any  opening  of  the 
fheath,  the  life  of  the  animal  would  probably 
have  been  preferved,  and  poflibly  fufflciently 
found  for  flow  work.  But  the  fheath  of  the 
tendon  being  at  the  fame  time  opened,  there 
were  two  difeafes  to  contend  with  in  the  fame 
limb.  When  the  cavity  of  a fheath  is  open- 
ed, the  effects  are  very  fimilar  to  the  expofure 
of  joints.  The  two  folid  tendons  touch  each 
other,  and  create  fridtion  at  every  motion  of 
the  leg,  and  the  membrane  that  lines  the 
fheath,  and  furnifhes  the  intervening  fluid  foon 
becomes  inflamed,  and  when  inflammation 
takes  place,  motion  excites  Hill  greater  irrita- 
tion. The  pain  in  confequence  of  the  fheath  of 
tendons  being  opened  and  inflamed,  at  length 
deflroyed  the  animal.  The  haemorrhage  which

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on  injection  was  found  to  come  from  a fmall 
branch  of  an  artery,  lowered  the  animal  confi- 
derabiy  and  haflened  his  death  ; but  at  the 
fame  time  the  local  inflammation  of  the  ten- 
don was  probably  relieved  by  that  evacuation  ; 
and  if  the  nature  of  the  cafe  had  been  as  ac- 
curately known  while  the  horfe  was  alive  as 
when  dead,  it  is  a queftion  whether  any  other 
remedies  could  have  been  employed  with 
better  effed.

CASE  OF  AN  INFLAMED  VEIN  IN  CONSE- 
QUENCE OF  BLEEDING. 

A COACH  HORSE,  the  property  of  Sir 
Charles  Field,  was  lent  to  the  Veterinary  Col- 
lege for  advice,  having  been  bled  in  the  jugu- 
lar vein  on  the  near  fide  about  a week  before. 
On  examination  it  was  found  to  be  inflamed, 
and  fwelled  confiderably  in  the  diredtion  of  its 
courfc  towards  the  head,  attended  with  fre- 
quent difcharges  of  blood  from  the  orifice.  A 
large  fweHing  had  alfo  taken  place  about  the 
divifion  of  the  vein  above.  The  vein  be- 
low the  orifice  was  not  inflamed,  or  in  any 
degree  difeafed.  The  tumor  was  ordered  to 
be  bliftered,  and  the  actual  cautery  applied  to 
the  orifice.  In  three  days  fucceflively  no  dif- 
charece  of  blood  or  matter  came  from  the  ori- 
fice.  But  the  abfcefs  Rill  continued  to  en- 
creafe,  and  matter  being  formed,  it  was  open- 
ed, 
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cd,  and  difcharged  copioufly.  A piece  of 
loofe  coagulum,  about  fix  inches  in  length, 
was  taken  at  the  fame  time  from  the  orifice 
of  the  vein.  A probe  being  introduced,  a 
communication  was  difcovered  between  the 
vein  and  the  abfeefs.  This  circumftance 
proved  favourable  to  the  cure  ; for  as  no  hae- 
morrhage had  taken  place  from  the  abfeefs* 
there  were  juft  grounds  to  believe  that  the 
prefture  of  the  abfeefs  had  united  the  inner 
coats  of  the  vein  above,  fo  as  to  prevent  all 
communication  between  the  vein  above  and 
the  vein  below.  The  difeafe  was  therefore 
treated  as  a common  abfeefs.  A feton  was 
introduced  up  the  finus  to  communicate  with 
both  openings,  and  retained  there  about  a 
week.  It  was  then  removed,  and  by  the  ap- 
plication of  common  dreftings  the  animal 
completely  recovered.  The  vein  being  united 
and  rendered  impervious  above,  the  inflam- 
mation and  haemorrhage  both  ceafed.

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CASE  VI. 

CASE  OF  AN  INFLAMED  VEIN  IN  CONSE- 
QUENCE OF  BLEEDING. 

A HORSE,  the  property  of  Mr.  Wether- 
head,  w as  received  into  the  Rabies  of  the  Vete- 
rinary College  May  21,  1800.  From  enquiry 
it  was  found  that  the  jugular  vein  on  the  near 
fide  had  been  opened  about  a fortnight.  The 
vein  wras  considerably  inflamed  from  the  ori- 
fice to  the  head,  attended  with  fuppuration 
and  frequent  haemorrhage.  The  external  fkin 
in  the  dire&ion  of  the  vein  dowrnw  ard,  in  con- 
fequence  of  the  application  of  feme  corrofive 
medicine,  w7as  in  a Rate  of  ulceration  from  the 
orifice  to  the  cheR.  The  hot  iron  was  ap- 
plied to  the  external  lips  of  the  wound.  The 
haemorrhage  and  difeharge  ceafed.  A dofe  of 
purging  phyfic  was  given,  which  in  36  hours 
operated.

28th.  The  tumour  near  the  head  being 
Soft,  a final!  opening  was  made  which  dif- 
charged largely,  but  appeared  to  have  no  com- 
munication with  the  vein  above  or  orifice  be- 
low. Fomentations  and  poultices  were  em-

ployed,  and  the  cavity  became  gradually  filled 
with  newjgranulations. 

June  2d.  A fmall  quantity  of  the  powder 
of  blue  vitriol,  to  prevent  an  improper  growth 
of  the  'granulations,  was  applied.  The  fame

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treatment  was  continued  until  the  1 1 th  of 
June,  when  the  orifice  of  the  vein  completely 
clofed.  The  wound  above  gradually  healed, 
and  on  the  17  th  of  June  the  horfe  was  dif-* 
charged  perfectly  cured.

THE  jugular  vein  of  a horfe,  the  property 
of  Sir  Samuel  Hanney,  in  confequence  of 
bleeding,  fwelled  and  inflamed  to  a conlider- ' 

i 

able  degree. 

The  horfe  was  bled  about  the  20th  Auguft. 

Sept.  2d.  The  fwelling  having  encreafed, 
attended  with  frequent  bleeding  from  the  ori- 
fice, the  Profeflor  was  defired  to  fee  the  horfe. 
On  examination  it  was  found,  that  the  orifice 
of  the  vein  had  not  clofed  ; but  the  coats  of  the 
vein  below  had  united  ; and  at  this  part,  the 
cavity  was  impervious.  The  vein  above  the 
orifice  continued  open.  The  adtual  courtery 
Was  therefore  applied  to  the  orifice,  and  fomen- 
tations and  poultices  were  applied  to  the  tu- 
mour. 

5th.  The  difcharge  not  ceaflng  from  the 
orifice,  the  cautery  was  repeated. 

Oth.  Fomentations  and  poultices  continued. 

7th.  Fomentations  and  poultices  as  before. 

8th. 
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8th.  The  fame  treatment  continued. 

10th.  The  orifice  of  the  vein  not  being 
clofed,  the  cautery  was  again  applied. 

1 1 th.  Fomentations  and  poultices  as  before. 

14th.  The  cautery  repeated. 

1 / th.  A dofe  of  purging  phyfic  was  given. 

2lft.  The  tumor  was  bliflered,  and  the 
furface  of  the  wound  dreffed  with  fimple 
ointment. 

The  part  was  afterwards  bliftered  feveral 
times,  and  on  the  2d  of  Odlober  the  difeafe 
was  totally  removed.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


OF  THE 


VETERINARY  COLLEGE. 


HIS  tnflitution  was  founded  in  the  year  1791,  and  at 


the  commencement  was  fupported  by  private  fub- 
fcription.  Since  the  year  1795,  to  the  prefent  time^ 
Parliament  has  moft  liberally  granted  fifteen  hundred 
pounds  per  annum,  to  promote  and  enlarge  the  views  of 
the  Veterinary  Eftablilhment. 

The  Subfcribers  of  the  Veterinary  College  pay  two 
guineas  per  annum,  or  twenty  guineas  for  life,  For  this 
fubfcription  each  Subfcriber  is  entitled  to  fend,  when  fick 
or  lame,  any  number  of  horfes  to  the  Veterinary  Stables, 
where  no  charges  are  made  for  medicines,  attendance,  or 
operations.  The  Subfcriber  pavs  only  far  the  keep, 
and  ihoeing  of  his  Horfe,  which  is  generally  lefs  than 
the  adtual  expence  incurred  by  the  College.  A Com- 
mittee of  Stables  is  appointed  to  examine  the  quality  of 
the  forage,  and  to  regulate  the  price  of  the  keep  of  horfes. 
For  fome  years  paft,  the  Subfcribers  have  jmd  o lily  2s.  6d. 


per 
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per  night;  hut  in  confequence  of  the  great  advance  in 
hay,  corn,  and  ftraw,  and  the  College,  by  this  moderate 
charge,  having  fuftained  a confiderable  lofs,  the  keep  of 
horfes  is  now  fixed  at  3s.  per  night.  A feparate  Commit- 
tee infpe&s  the  accounts  of  the  College,  and  three  times 
in  the  year  reports  to  the  General  Meeting  the  Hate  of 
the  finances  of  the  College.  No  horfes  but  thofe  the 
property  of  Subfcribers  are  admitted  into  the  Veterinary 
Stables;  but  the  Profeftor  is  allowed  private  praftice,  and 
horfes  not  belonging  to  Subfcribers  may  be  fent  to  the 
College  for  the  Profeffor’s  opinion. 

The  horfes  notinteneled  to  be  left  in  the  Stables  of  the 
College  may  be  fent  for  the  Profeflbr’s  advice  on 
Mo.ndays,  Wednesdays,  and  Fridays,  from  12  to  2 o’Clock. 
Where  medicines  are  requifite,  they  are  prepared  for  Sub- 
fcribers horfes  at  very  reduced  prices;  and  the  College 
receives  all  emoluments  which  may  arife  from  the  fale  of 
horfe  medicines. 

The  expences  incurred  by  Subfcribers,  for  (hoeing,  for 
the  keep  of  horfes,  or  for  medicines,  muff  be  paid  for 
before  the  an  imal  be  taken  from  the  College.  And  as 
fome  loftcs  have  been  fuftained  from  the  ftrift  letter  of 
this  regulation  not  having  been  always  attended  to,  the 
Clerk  has  now  received  pofitive  orders  from  the  Com- 
mittee, not  to  allow  any  horfe,  before  all  the  expences 
are  paid,  t>9  be  taken  from  the  College. 


The 
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The  liorfes  are  placed  under  the  dire&ion  of  the  Pro- 
feffor,  who  refides  on  the  fpot,  and  the  medicines  he  pre- 
fcribes  are  compounded  by  a proper  perfon  employed  for 
that  purpofe.

As  the  great  object  of  the  Veterinary  Eftablifhment  is  to 
form  a National  School  for  the  improvement  of  Farriery, 
Pupils  paying  twenty  guineas  are  admitted  into  the  Col- 
lege to  learn  the  Veterinary  Art. 

Lectures  are  given  by  the  ProfefTor  on  the  formation, 
ceconomy,  and  difeafes  of  horfes,  and  other  domeftic  ani- 
mals; and  moil  of  the  eminent  Medical  Teachers  in 
London,  with  a liberality  peculiar  to  themfelves,  have 
allowed  the  V eterinary  Pupils  to  hear  their  le&ures  with- 
out any  fee  or  reward.  The  Veterinary  Students  attend 
le&ures  on  Human  Anatomy,  and  Phyfiology,  on  the 
principles  and  practice  of  Surgery,  on  the  Materia  Me- 
dica,  and  Chemiftry,  and  practice  ofPhyfic. 

The  period  requifite  for  obtaining  a competent  know- 
ledge of  the  Veterinary  Art  is  regulated  by  the  talents, 
previous  information,  and  induftry  of  the  individual  Pupil. 
The  Students  continue  to  attend  the  College  until  they 
are  examined  and  approved  bv  the  Medical  Committee. 
Thofe  Pupils  who  are  duly  qualified  receive  a Diploma, 
but  thofe  who  are  found  on  examination  to  be  deficient, 

are  reje&ed.  There  are  four  general  examinations  in 

the 
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the  year.  When  examined  and  approved,  if  no  objee-  • 
tions  are  made  to  their  conduct,  during  their  ftudy  at  the 
Veterinary  College,  they  may  be  recommended  to  any 
Regiment  of  Cavalry  not  already  provided  with  a Ve- 
terinary Surgeon. 

No  fees  of  any  kind  are  allowed  by  the  College  to  any 
of  the  fer yams  of  Subfcribers:  neither  are  the  fervants  of 
' the  College  permitted  to  receive  any  perquifites  from  the 
Subfcribers.
